We 
rejoice  that  into  such  hands  we  can  confi¬ 
dently  entrust  them.  Undertake  Thou  for 
us.

— often  are  we  led  to  say  with  trembling 
and  misgiving  hearts,  “verily,  Thou  art  a 
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GOD  that  hidest  Thyself.”  But  “all  is 
well ;”  we  could  not  wish  our  concerns  in 
better  hands  than  in  Thine ;  may  this  won¬ 
drous  challenge  silence  and  rebuke  every 
murmur, — “He  that  spared  not  His  own 
Son,  but  delivered  Him  up  to  the  death  for 
us  all,  how  shall  he  not  with  Him  also  freely 
give  us  all  things?”  How  can  He  send 
one  trial  that  is  unnecessary,  or  light  one 
spark  in  the  furnace  that  might  be  spared; 
we  will  be  dumb,  we  will  not  open  our 
mouths  because  Thou  didst  it.  Man  may 
err,  and  has  often  erred ;  but  0  unerring 
GOD!  Thy  faithfulness  Thou  hast  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  heavens, — the  Judge  of  all 
the  earth  must  do  right.  We  would  seek 
to  lie  submissive  at  Thy  feet,  and  say,  in 
unmurmuring  resignation,  “Thy  will  be 
done.”  We  “ fear  to  enter  into  the  cloud,” 
— Thou  hast  afflicted  us  by  terrible  things 
in  righteousness  which  we  looked  not  for ; 
the  desire  of  our  eyes  has  been  taken  away 
by  a  stroke-— the  shadows  of  death  have 
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unexpectedly  fallen  around  us !  Oli  forbid 
that  we  should  rebel  under  the  rod,  and 
refuse  to  be  comforted.  Let  us  glorify 
Thee  “  in  the  fires let  us  feel  that  if  weare 
Thy  children,  there  is  not  a  drop  of  wrath 
in  that  cup  of  sorrow,  but  all  is  love,  infi¬ 
nite  love.  We  would  see  no '  hand  but 
Thine,  uthe  LORD  gave  us  our  blessings, 
and  the  L  ORD  has  a  supreme  and  inalien¬ 
able  right  to  take  them  away” — “even  so, 
Father,  for  it  seemeth  good  in  Thy  sight.” 

Our  earnest  prayer,  blessed  GOD,  is, 
that  this  severe  trial  may  be  sanctified  to 
us  all ;  we  have  need  of  such  a  blow  to 
remind  us  that  earth  is  not  our  rest.  We 
were  leaning  on  the  creature — we  were  dis¬ 
owning  and  un deifying  the  Great  Creator. 
Thou  wouldst  not  leave  us  to  ourselves,  to 
settle  on  our  lees.  Thou  sawest  the  need 
of  fatherly  chastisement  to  bring  back  our 
alien  and  truant  hearts  to  Thyself.  Oh 
may  we  listen  to  our  Father’s  voice ;  may 
we  feel  it  to  be  a  loud  voice,  and  yet  full 
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of  gentle  tenderness;  may  it  rouse  witliin 
each  of  us  the  question,  u  What  wilt  Thou 
have  me  to  do  ?  May  we  arise  and  call 
upon  our  GOD.”  Thus  may  this  very  afflic- 
tion,  so  dark  and  mysterious,  which  for  the 
present  seemeth  not  to  be  joyous  but 
grievous,  nevertheless  afterward  yield  the 
peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness. 

LORD  abundantly  sanctify  this  solemn 
dispensation  to  every  member  of  our 
household, — to  all  friends  and  neighbors. 
May  the  monitory  voice  sound  loudly  in 
our  ears  u  Be  ye  also  ready.”  It  is  another 
testimony  borne  to  the  truth  that  u  at  such 
a  time  as  we  think  not,  the  Son  of  GOD 
may  come.”  May  it  be  ours  ever  to  live 
in  preparation  for  that  solemn  event  which 
awaits  us  all.  Whatsoever  our  hand  find- 
eth  to  do,  may  we  do  it  with  our  might, 
remembering  that  there  is  no  work  noi  i 
device,  nor  labor,  nor  repentance  in  the 
grave  whither  we  are  going. 

Sprinkle  us  all  with  the  blood  of  JESUS; 
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give  us  all  a  saving  interest  in  Him,  as  the 
Resurrection  and  the  Life.  Let  us  hear 
His  voice  of  encouragement  and  love, 
sounding  amid  the  stillness  of  the  death- 
chamber,  and  from  the  depths  of  the  sepul¬ 
chre,  “  Fear  not :  I  am  He  that  liveth  and 
was  dead,  and  behold  I  am  alive  for  ever¬ 
more,  and  have  the  keys  of  the  grave  and 
of  death.”  “Yet  a  little  while,  and  He 
that  shall  come  will  come,  and  will  not 
tarry soon  these  bitter  tears  and  partings 
of  a  weeping  world  will  be  over  ; — death- 
divided  friends  shall  meet,  never  again  to 
know  separation.  Enable  us  to  look  for¬ 
ward  to  that  blessed  hope  and  that  glorious 
appearing,  when  “them  also  which  sleep  in 
JESUS  will  GOD  bring  with  Him.” 

LORD  meanwhile  descend,  and  to  the 
friendless  prove  a  Friend.  0  Thou  Helpei 
of  the  Helpless,  Thou  Comforter  of  all  tha  * 
are  cast  down,  Thou  better  and  dearer 
than  the  dearest  and  best  of  earthly  rela¬ 
tives,  give  us  that  grace  which  Thou  hast 
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promised  specially  in  seasons  of  weakness  1 
may  we  realize  the  truth  of  Thine  own  pre¬ 
cious  promise,  “as  thy  day  is,  so  shall  thy 
strength  be.”  Deep  is  now  calling  to  deep, 
all  Thy  waves  and  thy  billows  are  going 
over  us,  yet  the  LORD,  will  command  His 
loving  kindness  in  the  day-time,  and  in  the 
night  His  song  shall  be  with  us,  and  our 
prayer  to  the  GOD  of  our  life.  However 
low  we  may  be  sunk  under  the  waves  and 
billows,  the  arms  of  Thy  love  and  uphold¬ 
ing  grace  are  lower  still.  LORD,  may  it 
be  our  sweet  experience  that  the  deeper 
we  sink,  it  only  brings  out  more  the  infinite 
depths  of  Thy  love  and  mercy.  May  this 
more  than  reconcile  us  to  bear  all  and  suffer 
all — “we  shall  soon  be  done  with  earth, 
and  be  with  our  GOD,  and  that  forever  and 
ever.” 

1  Do  Thou  hide  us  meanwhile  in  the  clefts 
of  the  Smitten  Rock,  until  this  and  all  other 
of  earth’s  calamities  be  overpast.  May  we 
trust  Thee  where  we  cannot  trace  Thee,  and 
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wait  patiently  for  the  great  day  of  disclos¬ 
ures,  when  all  shall  be  revealed,  and  all  be 
found  redounding  to  the  praise  and  the 
glory  of  Thy  great  name ! 

Hear  us,  blessed  GOD,  and  all  that  we 
ask  is  for  the  sake  of  Thy  dear  Son,  our 
only  LORD  and  SAYIOUR.  Amen

$weet  psalmist  of  Israel,  the  royal  promise- 
pieader,  who  delighted  to  direct  his  finger  to 
some  particular  u  word”  of  the  faithful  Promise, 
saying,  “  Remember  thy  word  unto  thy  servant, 
on  which  thou  hast  caused  me  to  hope.” 

The  following  are  a  few  gleanings  from  the 
promise-treasury,  a  few  crumbs  from  the  Mas¬ 
ter’s  table,  which  may  serve  to  help  the  thoughts 
in  the  hour  of  closet  meditation  or  the  season 
of  sorrow.

0,  what  is  there  in  thee  to 
merit  such  love  as  this?  Thou  mightest 
have  known  thy  God  only  as  the  “  com 
Burning  fire,”  and  had  nothing  before  thee 
cave  “a  fearful  looking  for  of  vengeance.’

But  when  it  does  come,  the 
amount  of  grace  and  the  special  grace  re¬ 
quired  is  vouchsafed.  My  soul,  do  not 
dwell  with  painful  apprehension  on  the  fu 
ture.  Bo  not  anticipate  coming  sorrows , 
perplexing  thyself  about  the  grace  needed 
for  future  emergencies :  to-morrow  will 
bring  its  promised  grace  along  with  to¬ 
morrow’s  trials,  God,  wishing  to  keep  his 
people  humble  and  dependent  on  himself, 
gives  not  a  stock  of  grace;  He  metes  it 
out  for  every  day’s  exigencies,  that  the) 
may  be  constantly  travelling  between  their 
own  emptiness  and  Christ’s  fulness — their 
own  weakness  and  Christ’s  strength.  But 
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when  the  exigency  comes,  thou  mayest 
safely  trust  an  almighty  arm  to  bear  thee 
through. 

Is  there  now  some  “  thorn  in  the  flesh” 
sent  to  lacerate  thee  ?  Thou  mayest  have 
been  entreating  the  Lord  for  its  removal. 
Thy  prayer  has  doubtless  been  heard  and 
answered ;  but  not  in  the  way  perhaps 
expected  or  desired  by  thee.  The  11  thorn” 
may  still  be  left  to  goad,  the  trial  may  still 
be  left  to  buffet,  but  “more  grace”  has 
been  given  to  endure  them.  0,  how  often 
have  his  people  thus  been  led  to  glory  in 
their  infirmities  and  triumph  in  their  afflic¬ 
tions,  seeing  the  power  of  Christ  rests 
more  abundantly  upon  them.
